Fankhurst does not wish to eat the 
food prepared for her and other pas- 
sengers she may do as she pleased. 
If the English lady prefers to die, it 
is her own affair." 
Question of Policy. 
The decision by President Wilson 
and Secretary Wilson was communi- 
cated to Commissioner General Cam- 
inetti who issued a formal order of 
release.

That imagination is .the .sole crea- 
tive faculty, the moldef of ideals intc 
character, the mother of invention, of 
art, ,of literature, the secret, of 
effl 
clency, and the channel of inspiration, 
va.s the thought'presented in the ser- 
mon by the Rev. Dr. 'Beaton yester 
lay morning, on the "Religious Uses, 
at' the Imagination."

effort is a form of faith. Imagination 
s more than mere fancy. What are 
ts works?

Imagination is the one creative 
ower of the intellect,

nasterpieces in art, literature, sculp- 
ure and architecture are its products.

"No one with any poetic sentiment," 
continued the speaker, "can read such 
a verse without feeling how different 
from the ordinary run is this litera- 
ture. 
We are struck with the fact 
that we have met with such senti- 
ments and such thoughts in the proph- 
ets of the Old Testament—in Isaiah, 
in Jeremiah.

large extent remain Irreligious. 
"How 
is imagination an aid to 
faith? It is almost faith itself. Jesus 
always used the expression 'Have 
faith.' 
It implies belief in the ab- 
sence of pro'of and was given particu- 
lar emphasis in the great evangelical 
movements of the last century. The 
greatest difficulty of the present day 
has been to harmonize faith with 
scientific knowledge, but as a matter 
of fact imagination, or faith is one of 
the greatest needs of the scientific 
thinker.

ceived. 


A green tinge in an oyster does not 


denote decomposition necessarily, for 
often the green food on which, they 
feed .gives them that color. 


When preparing oysters, put them 


into a colander and pour a quart or 
two of cold water from 
the 
faucet 


through them. By handling each one 
the bits of shell may be discovered 
and removed. 


Oysters, Escalloped.—When prepar- 


ing escalloped oysters, it is well to re- 
member that more than two layers of 
oj'sters in the same dish will not cook 
well. Butter the dish and add a layer 
of oysters, then a layer of crumbs, and 
another layer of oysters. Season well 
and have the crumbs well buttered. 
Pour on enough milk to be seen be- 
tween the oysters and bake until the 
crumbs are brown on top.

The older girl on the other haud simply would not submit, 
She did not 


leave home or go to any extremes. She simply pleasantly insisted on being 
allowed to be and act like other normal girls. 


The younger girl, shut off from natural intercourse witili other young 


people as.she was by her foolish yielding, grew old without ever being young. 
She never married. She is a sad, awkward, shy woman, dissatisfied with 
herself and her life. 


The older girl grew into a fine normal woman, married 'happily—against 
her stepmother's wishes of course—and today blesses the world by radiating 
happiness and love of, life on all with whom she comes into contact. 


Incidentally I ought to mention that the older girl is the stepmother's 
favorite. 


I believe the younger girl was lacking in u proper respect for her own 


rights and that her weakness has ended disastrously both for 'herself and 
those about her. 


Please do not think I am discounting the value of meekness and un- 


selfishness. 
I am not. T reverence unselfishness as the greatest of all vir- 
tues;!. But I think there are times when a defense of one's individuality, a 
linn stand against overbearing demands, a proper respect for one's rights, 
will add more to the sum of the world happiness than self-effacement and 
yielding.

The fourth' province shall-consist of 
the dioceses and missionary districts 
within the states of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia. Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisana, Tennes- 
see and Kentucky. 


The fifth province shall consist of 
the dioceses within 
the 
states of 
Ohio. Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin. 
The sixth province shall consist of 
the dioceses and missionary districts 
•within the states of Minnesota. Iowa, 
North Dakota. South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka. Montana, Wyoming and Colorado. 
The seventh province shall consist
